Capable of taking photos at the rate 
of 350 feet of hole a minute an elect- 
ric oilwell logging machine arrived re- 
cently at the depot of the Halliburton 
Cement Co. The apparatus is a com- 
plete unit mounted on a truck. It was 
driven up from Duncan, Oklahoma, by

Being the only machine of its kind 
the electric log is known in oilfield 
vernacular as ‘The Jeep.” As an as- 
sembled unit it hag only been avail-- 
able for about a year and the recent 
arrival is the first unitized machine 
for taking pictures on a production 
horizon yet in Canada, The several 
tests that have been made on wells in 
the southend have proven’ the ma- 
chine satisfactory for this field. 
Many Benefits 

The benefits that will be brought to 
oil development are numerous and 
many thousands of dollers may be 
saved by obtaining a photographic 
graph of the well before the last cas- 
ing is run, At any level and while mud 
or drilling fluid is still in the hole the 
“Jeep” will turn out a photograph 
showing the driller everything he 
wants to know concerning the lower 
levels, In this way, casing can be set 
where porosity is the greatest and 
risk of shutting off high production

After spending a large sum _. of 
money on drilling into the lime, an 
Operator naturally wants to know just 
what his well looks like. The electric 
log drives on the lease and in an hour 
and a half the operator is presented 
with two pictures fully developed of 
the lower structure showing exactly 
what kind of oil strata he has drilled 
through— the porous layers and pos- 
sible oil bearing areas, With this 
knowledge he can direct acid  treat- 
ments to zones that indicate treat- 
ment will meet response. If produc- 
tion layers are passed to reach the 
lower levels they can be spotted and

Variation in impedence and poten-!

Fresh water 
has a high impedence whereas salt 
water is low with a high potential. As 
lower structures of the earth surfacc 
all contain water of varying degrees 
of salt or freshness and porosity is in 
accordance with water content a log 
in photographic form can be obtained. 

The sensitive galvanometers _re- 
spond to the impedence and potential 
of the elect*ic current registering var- 
iations by movements of delicate 
arms. A beacon of light placed be- 
hind the galvonometers is thrown by 
mirrors through a condensing lens on- 
to the negative which is synchronized 
to turn as pictures are shot.

Larger Scope In This Field— 

While the electric log is as yet an 
innovation to this field it is possible 
that all wells will eventually be x- 
rayed before the final production test 
is made. It is pointed out that in 
wells that have been ruined by salt 
water intrusion the presence of a Salt 
water area could have been detected 
by the “Jeep” and provided for by ce- 
menting the strata off. There is al- 
ways the possibility that operators 
anxious to explore the lower depths 
may pass up worthwhile production 
sands thus not obtaining maximum 
production that the well is capable of. 
A picture of the well’s innards _pro- 
vides the operator with information of 
just what bis well ha stapped and al- 
lows him to adjust casing so that 
whatever oil is available may be 
brought to the surface. 

In wildcat areas thousands of 
lars in GASing can be saved as 
electric log tells what to expect with- 
out actually running casing to make 
a test. The “Jeep” can take photo- 
graphs 13,000 feet below the surface 
of the ground, through heavy mud and 
water, but not through steel casing.
